Claims 1 and 9-10 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) and lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being anticipated by 
GB 1334S84 and Sm Chem. Abstract 1972:474963. 

Bodi prior art references teach compounds that are ftilly embraced by claims 1 , 9 and 10. 

Claims 2-8 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2H3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the claimed 
compounds. The compounds of these claims were not taught or suggested by the prior art.

-C=S or a single bond. ' Oaims 2-4 and 7-8 have compounds or 
definitions outside the scope of the definition of X as indicated in claim 1 . ,Tbus the claims are broiader dian the base claim and 
render indefinite the metes and bounds of die claims. 
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
